BETTER OUTLOOK AS TO STRIKES 
It is claimed that there is a better out- 
ook as to strikes than for many years 
past, and that workingmen are more oon- 
rervative than formerly. The labor army 
which bas done so mnoh striking, has 
“met its Austerlitz and likewise its 
Waterloo,” and therefore it is being pro­ 
b ed by disaster. 
Recently there appeared an article in 
the New York Mail and Express, an his- 
forioai survey of all the labor troubles 
in the United States whioh contains 
many facts of special interest. 
It it 
claimed that the labor army no longer 
carries a chip on its shoulder, and here­ 
after will fight only in self-defense. 
Among the facts stated are these: 
The facts as to the strikes of the past 
three years are not uninteresting, and 
they go to Bhow that laboring men gen­ 
erally are less disposed to strike than 
formerly, and that they are losmg less 
money by reason of strikes. 
There were eome fifty-eight strikes in 
August, or rather in less than four weeks 
cf August, in which nearly 30,000 men 
were involved. 
But this is below the 
coord. 
In fact, the year is behind tho record 
as far as strikes are concerned. 
The 
strikes during the first half of 1889 were 
349, and in them 93,258 strikers were 
involved. 
This 
breaks the 
reoord 
for 
three 
years in 
the way 
of 
diminution. In 1887 tho first half of 
the year saw 554 strikes in whioh 222,023 | 
sinkers were 'engage#, while in 1888,» 
during its first six months, there were 
436 strikes, with 172,432 strikers. It \jan 
be easily seen from these figures thai we 
are now on 
a sliding scale in which 
strikes and lookouts are bringing down 
wages. 
The fact that strikes are going out of 
fashion is shown by the additional fao 
that the decline rn the number of men 
engaged in 
strikes in 1888 from 
the 
number of strikers in 1887 was 52 per 
cent., while the decline in 1887 from 
188G was 38 per cent. 
That 
in­ 
dicate! that the mania for striking has 
been steadily reduced, that the walking 
delegate is no longer the rabid gentle­ 
man that he nee to be, and that the mas­ 
ter workmen have come to appreciate the 
fact that the Lord did well whence gave 
even to common men some common 
sense. 
In 1888, the last full sear, of course, 
of which we have a reoord, there were 
679 strikes and lookouts. They involved 
211,841 employes. These strikes average 
more than two for each working day in 
the year. 
Even in 1888, 62 per cent of the strikes 
that were started were failures. Only 2 
per cent of the strikes were sympathetic 
strikes. {Sympathy is costly in snob mat­ 
ters as this, as the laborer found, for in 
1887 8 per cent of the strikes were “ sym­ 
pathetic” strikes end they cost a very 
pretty penny. 
There was less time lost by strikes in 
1888 than in previous years. 
In 1888 there were 7,562,480 days lost 
by the strikers in the various strikes that 
took place, and the loss was divided up 
in this way: 
In successful strikes............................... 1.972,902 
In unsuccessful strikes........................... 5,589,578 
Carroll D. Wright, the United States 
commissioner of labor, i applies some 
interesting figure? as to strikes for the 
eight years ending December, 1888.

Acreage in corn, wheat aud oats, per 
I,OJO acres of superficial area la each 
state. 
Yield of corn, wheat and oats per Bore 
in eaoh state. 
Average value of horses, cattle, milch 
cows, sheep and swine in eaoh state. 
The rural population of the United 
States, as a percentage of the total popu­ 
lation by states. 
Average value of lauds in the United 
States. 
Farm tenures in the United States. 
As an illustration, one map shows that 
the land not yet teken for farms repre­ 
sents 711 acres in every one thousand 
acres. The farm lands comprise 289 
acres in every one thousand, of which 
153 acres are productive or improved 
area and thirty-three are waste and un­ 
improved area. 
It is estimated that the 
forest growth would approximate ^250 
acres in every one thousand. Another 
map includes the productive farm area 
as divided between tillage 
and grass 
lands. 
Such facts as these oannot fail 
to be of special interest to the general

surprising even tho officers 
themselves. 
Tho wind was so strong and 
the sea so high th at sometimes for several 
hours not an inch of progress could be 
made with six boilers going. 
The New’ York and Savannah 
line 
steamer Chattahoochie, bound for 
New 
York, for whose safety there were fears, 
is at Now Castle, Del., for coal and pro­ 
visions. 
She has thirty passengers aboard, 
many of whom started by train for New 
York. 
The Cromwell line steamer Knicker­ 
bocker, due at New York city Tuesday, 
arrived Friday morning after a dangerous 
voyage. 
So heavy was tho storm on Tues­ 
day that many on board feared the vessel 
would founder. 
Several of the crew and 
passengers were injured by the careening 
of the vessel, and everything movable on 
deck was carried away. 
The steamer Tomassee, from Jackson­ 
ville, reports th at on Sept. 12 sho found 
the Rritish bark Alsyla sinking off the 
Delaware coast and rescued her eaptain|and 
crow of thirteen men.

A Philadelphia dispatch says: Waterloo, 
a summer resort on the Delaware bay, is 
entirely submerged, and out of twenty 
cottages in the place one belonging to Dr.

The crew of the barge Wallace were all 
saved by the tug Morse and brought here.

G audaur Cam e iii 
F irst, hut T eem ei 
C laim s a Foul. 
McK eesport, Ta., Sept. 14.—Tho race 
In single sculls between John Teemor ol 
this city, and Jacob G. Gaudaur of St. 
Louis, came off here Friday evening, bul 
instead of being the lino exhibition it was 
expected to bo it turned out a mjsorable 
farce. 
Al Ilnmm, Gaudaur’s trainer, be 
fore tho raco, proceeded to {Barnard’ 
grove, a quarter of a mile from the 6tart 
ing point. 
A t 5:47 tho word was given 
and away the two sculls sped, 
Teemer 
taking the load almost a t the first stroke. 
By tho time they had roached the point 
whore Ilamnvwos Teemor was nearly two 
boat lengths ahead, and soon took the in 
side track. 
Tho referee’s boat was slow 
in starting, but was near enough to the 
oarsmen before a mile bad been made tc 
see Hamm get directly in Teewer’s way 
and collide with his boat. 
Soon Teemer 
was seen to fall behind both Gaudaur and 
Hamm, who rowed leisurely away from 
him. 
They reached tho end of the course 
at ti.OC, Teenier being a t tho time, al­ 
though apparently pulling with all his 
might, nearly half a mile behind. 
Two of 
Toemer’s brothers and “ Billy” Nickerson 
of Boston, 
modo a claim of foul when 
Hamm was soon to get in Teemer’s way. 
Teemer continued on over the course, 
although tho waves from the nutnerous 
steamers which had passed him w’ero run 
ning four feet high. 
A t 7 o’clock tho 
referee, 
Gaudaur, 
Hamm, Teemer, and a few of their friends 
met. 
Teemer claimed tho race on a foul. 
He said that Hamm, 
came out on the 
course and ran into his boat knocking a 
hole in it and causing it to fill with water. 
Hamm denied the allegation and inti­ 
mated that Teemer was telling a falsehood, 
whereupon the latter rushed at him and 
struck him a fearful blow on tho face, 
Tho two men clinched and rolled on the 
floor, but were separated, and Hamm was 
induced to leave the room. 
By this time a 
crowd was at the door clamoring for ad­ 
mission and demanding a decision by the 
referee. 
In order to avoid violence being 
done the referee said he would not an­ 
nounce his decision until he had investi­ 
gated tho charge of fouling.

N on-Sectarian 
A rticle Is R eported. 


S a n t a F r . N, M., Sept. 14.—The com­ 
mittee on educational affairs has reported 
to tho constitutional convention. 
The re­ 
port provides that there shall be for at 
least three months each year a public 
school kept open in each school district, 
and special taxes may be levied to carry 
on the school for nine months; that the 
Stato tax for a publie-school fund shall be 
2$ mills on the dollar, and in each school 
district an additional tax of 2$ mills may 
be levied. 
The clause relating to religious 
teaching reads as follows: 
“ Neither the legislature nor any county, 
city, town, district school, or other public 
corporation shall make any appropriation, 
or pay from [any public fund or moneys 
whatever, anything in aid of any church 
or sectarian society, or for any sectarian 
purpose, or to help, support or sustain any 
school, academy, seminary, college, uni­ 
versity or other literary or scientific insti- 
tuti n controlled by any church or sectar­ 
ian denomination whatsoever; nor shall 
any donation of land, money, or other 
personal property ever bo made by the 
State or any such public corporation to 
any church or for any sectarian purpose; 
no sectarian tenet, creed, or church doc­ 
trine shall ever be taught in the public 
tenool. 
This section is hereby declared ir 
revocable without the consent of .the United 
States and the people of the Stato.” 


C loud-B urst at Coney Island. 
N ew Y ork, Sept. 14.—It is still raining 
heavily hero, and there seems no likelihood 
of a favorable change in tho weather for 
the next twenty-four hours.

The thing they lack most is knowledge of 
the English language. 
Of those emigat- 
in g factory operatives constitnte 25 per 
Cent, day laborers 12 percent, small farm ­ 
ers *25 per cent, commercial men IO per 
cent, skilled laborers, 
including profes­ 
sional men, 12 per cent, miners 0 per cent, 
and IO per cent with no definite trade or 
occupation.”

been absorbed, of which none has gone 
abroad, and scarcely any to tho West or 
South. 
The additional money has bcon ab­ 
sorbed by speculation in stocks. 
‘‘Heavy sale? of stocks on foreign ac­ 
count have caused a little reaction and 
raggedness, but tho general average of 
prices is still nearly half a dollar per share 
higher than a week ago.

An honest manufacturer should 
be protected and fostered by every com­ 
munity, but a man who sails under false 
colors end makes an article with hi9 eyes 
open end then sells it for what it 
is not, should be tried and con­

patronage. A largo part of fraudulent 
goods are made outside the state, where 
Wisconsin laws have no force, which is 
a great compliment to the honesty of 
Wisconsin manufacturers.

Some are largely overdrawn, 
but there is no doubt that there is good 
ground for complaint. .JBy careful esti­ 
mate it has been demonstrated that the

production. 
It 
is 
a 
question 
of 
vital interest to honest manufacturers and 
honest producers that this infamous bus­ 
iness be called to a halt. No state de­ 
partment can rea;h its utmost efficiency 
without tbe co-operation cf the citizens 
of the state. If a perfect understanding 
could be established between the honest 
producer, the honest dealer, the honest 
consumer, the honest manufacturer, and 
this department, it would not be long 
before the representatives of illegitimate 
business would seek other employment. 
It would add much to tbe efficiency of 
the department if every dealer and pro­ 
ducer would report to the office any case 
which he has occasion to think ought to 
be investigated. Any person who has 
not already been supplied with the laws, 
who is a dealer or manufacturer of foods 
or 
drinks 
or 
drugs,
